of the large intestine and 75% of 
those of the stomach, seen in that 
clinic, are inoperable. In spite of 
the delay, the American College of 
Surgeons had collected authentic evi- 
dence of nearly 30,000 cases of can- 
cer cured for periods of five years 
(and upwards.

| ‘The facilities for géneral education 
in disease of all kinds are better 
‘than at any former period. The pros- 
pects for the cure of cancer were 
| never so bright. No disease, with the 
possible exception of tubercujpsis, 
}has created such an atmosphere of 
| interest ; no single one is so much 
discussed in public. 

There is a curious lethargy and 
fatalism in the minds of some per- 
sons concerning this malady; such 
persons regard a diagnosis of can- 
cer as a verdict of death. Such a 
view is all nonsense, There must be 
on all hands a will to conquer can- 
cer, a will that has done so much to 
conquer smallpox, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, malaria, cholera, tuberculosis 
and the plague. Cancer is no longer 
a hopeless disease.
